VOTED FOR NEW ACT 


Senate Amendment Pre- 
vents Officials From En- 
tering Homes—Goes to 
House for Concurrence. 


Washington, July 22.—Women are 
credited with a legislative victory 
in the passage by the senate of the 
Sheppard-Towner maternity and in- 
fancy bill. 

Women’s organizations of various 
sorts were primarily responsible for 
the introduction of the measure, and 
have been active in ‘pushing it 
through. 

‘The vote in the senate was 63 to 
7.. The measure, already passed by 
the house, will be returned to that 
body for concurrence in senate 
amendments. The principal change 
made by the senate was a provision 
‘that prevents officials from enter- 
ing any home to carry out the pur- 
poses of the law. 

The bill carries an appropriation 
of $1,480,000 which is to be match- 
ed by a similar appropriation. from 
the states. The money will go for 
instruction in the hygiene of ma- 
ternity and infancy through public 
health nursés, consultation centers 
and’ other methods: «Provision also 
is made for extension courses in ed- 
ucational institutions. The federal 


government will,co-operate through 
the children’s bureau department of 
labor, 

Senator Reed of Migsouri, vigor- 
ously denounced ithe bill in the clos- 
ing hours of débate, Declaring it 
would permit officials to invade the 
homes of mother+to-be.”

GOVERNOR INIMUNE 
FROM ALL ARREST 
TIL TUESDAY NEXT 


Illinois Court to Hold 
Proceedings Against Ex- 
ecutive in Statu Quo 
Until That Date. 


GOVERNOR EXPECTED — 
TO SURRENDER. SELF 


Lieutenant Governor Also 
Indicted on Embezzle- 
ment Charge Gives Up 
and Makes Bond. 


Springfield, Ml., July 22.—Gover- 
nor Len Small is immune from ar- 
rest on the embezzlement and con- 
spiracy indictments returned against 
him, at least until next Tuesday. 
Judge E, 8S. Smith in Sangamon 
county circuit court Friday decided 
to hold the matter in etatus quo un- 
til that time. 

The governor, meantime, is at lib- 
erty to go into court and give him; 
self up, as did Lieutenant Governor 
Fred Stirling and Verne X. Cur- 
tis, also indicted. The governor is 
accused, among other things, of 
having embezzled $700,000 of pub- 
lic funds while he waé state treas- 
urer. 


To Order Arrest. 


The court has indicated that the 
governor must appear in court and. 
give bond, or he will be ordered 
arrested. ‘ 
Posing as friends of the court, 
three prominent attorneys of the 
state, former Governor Joseph Fifer, 
of Bloomington: former Congress- 
man James M. Graham, of Spring- 
field, and Attorney George Gilles- 
pie, of Springfield, came into ‘court 
Friday and ‘argued that a state ex- 
ecutive cannot be arrested. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
Judge Smith gaid in part: 

“It #s certain the judiciary or any 
other power has no: power to coerce 
or direct the governor in the per- 
formance of his executive duty. This 
question, however, dealge with an 
offense committed before the pres- 
ent executive Deoame governor. The 
offense cited had no relation what- 
ever to any official conduct either 
directly or indirectly. It was not 
the act of the governor. If the 
that a 
governor cannot be arrested, main- 
tains, it means the governor can 
commit any crime he pleaapes and 
be answerable to no one.’ 

Later the court told newspaper 
men he would make no decision un- 
til the governor had been given 
plenty of time to come in and.give 
bond. 

Until Tuesday. 

Thies statement, together with 
that relative to the day’s arguments, 
was taken to mean that the gov- 
ernor has until next Tuesday to 
appear or have warrants for his 
arrest placed in Sheriff Mester’s 
hands for service. 

What steps, if any, the state ex- 
ecutive will take to resist arrest 
are problematical. In a statement 
earlier in the day the governor in- 
timated, indirectly, that he would 
call out the militia if necessary to 
resist arrest. 

In the same statement he cited 
an opinion of his attorneys to show 
that a state executive cannot sub- 
mit to arrest without violating the 
constitution of the etate and his 
oath of office. 

Whether he would call out the mi- 
litia as a last resort to protect him- 
self against arrest could not be 
learned Friday night.

Major Empha : 
Denying Charge 
Of Mrs. Bergdoll 


Campbell Flatly Denies the 
Charges, Claiming “Fright- 
ful” Injustice. 


Washington, July 22.—Major 
Bruce R, Campbell, of ‘the United 
States army, told a house investigat 
ing committee today that not a sin- 
gle penny of the_ $6,500 placed by 
him with a Wall street firm for 
stock market trading last year was 
received from the Bergdoll family. 

Flatly denying the charge by Mrs. 
Emma C. Bergdoll, of Philadelphia, 
that he had been pald $5,000 to aid 
in obtaining freedom for Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll; her draft-dodg- 
ing gon, Major Campbell declared 
that the sum sent to the brokers 
was his own money, hidden by his 
‘wife at her home since the early 
days of the war. 

The major called here hurriedly 
without opportunity to examine the 
charges against him, first declined 
to testify at this time ag to the 
source of the fund. But, pressed 
hard by the committee, he turned 
about suddenly and told of the hid- 
den treasure and a moment later 
related in detail how a $500 invest- 
ment, placed with the late Milton 
Young, of Lexington, Ky., before 
the war, grew to $6,000 by 1917. It 
was this same sum, he said, that 
was hidden away and later shifted 
to Wall street and lost. 

Was Father. 
Profeseing ignorance as to how 
the Young investment had increas- 
ed, Major Campbell said that 
hed been turned back to him by a 
man, still living, but whose name 
de declined at the moment to give. 
Then in the midst of a sharp ex- 
change with a committeeman, 
Campbell broke in, declaring, “Oh, 
hell; it was my father.” 
. At this point, the committee de- 
cided to call the father, William R. 


Campbell, of Lexington, . who _was 
asked to come here at once.

WILL NOT RECOGNIZE

Riga, Letvia, July 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Soviet Russia’s 
note of protest against the fail- 
ure to extend to her an invitation 
to the Washington conference on 
Far Eastern questions, handed to 
the American charge at Stockholm 
yesterday, declares the Moscow gov- 
ernment will not recognize any de- 
cisions reached at a conference at 
which it is not represented. 

The note, which was signed by 
M. Tchitcherin, the soviet commis- 
sary for foreign affairs, protests 
also against the lack of an invita- 
tion for the Far Eastern republic 
The soviet government reserves 
complete freedom of action, it de- 
clares.

But 
the height of his triumphant passage 
came when he arrived at the station 
in Dublin, where thousands upon 
thousands gathered to acclaim him 
as a hero and peacemaker.

HOT AND DRY WEATHER

Late Corn in South and 
Southwest Reported in 
Excellent Condition by 
Statisticians.

Washington, rly 22.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Indications 
of improved conditions in the cotton 
and corn crops of the south, togeth- 
er with general reports on other 
products of the country in general, 
are contained in reports received 
by the bureau of markets and crop 
estimates of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, from its 
field statisticians in the different 
states. The report covers crop con- 
ditions for the week ending July 
16, and is as follows: 

Corn, 

The condition of corn crop is gen- 
erally good; it has improved in many 
sections since the recent rains. 
However, rain is still badly needed 
in some regions; for instance, in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, Iili- 
nois and Wisconsin. A large crop 
is expected in Nebraska if rain 
| Gomes soon. Late corti in the south- 
ern and southwesterfi states is re- 
ported to be in excellent condition. . 

Wheat 

The harvesting of winter wheat 
is making good progress in the 
northern tier of states and thresh- 
ing is commencing. Threshing is 
progressing rapidly -in the central 
belt of s#ates and is nearing com- 
pletion in some parts of this belt. 
Some good yields are reported and 
many yields up to the average, but 


considerable complaint is received 
of light shriveled grain. Good

NURSES WILL RETAIN 
LAWYER FOR HEARING 


Miss M. E. Cheshire, Who 
Was Dismissed From 
Service by Johnston, Is 
Anxious for Full Inquiry 


Grady hospital nurses, who have 
resigned or who were discharged as 
a result of recent clashes with 
Steve R. Johnston, superintendent 
of the institution, Friday prepared 
to carry their fignt on the present 
administration of the nospital to 
general council with the end in 
view of a searching investigation of 
the widest scope into all its affairs. 

The former Grady nurses let it 
be known that they have already 


j taken steps toward retaining an at- 


torney to present their case to coun- 
cil and to conduct their part of 
thé inquiry if an investigation is 
ordered. They declare that they 
have already enough evidence, not 
only to cause a complete shakeup 
in Grady affairs, but to bring about 
public indignation over the way 
that city hall politics have disrupt- 
ed the efficiency of the institution. 

According to their present plans, 
the former nurses will have a res- 
olution introduced in general coun- 
cil at its next meeting, calling for 
the appointment of a special inves- 
tigating committee with authority 
to inquire into everything pertain- 
ing to the hospital. 

Scope of Investigation. 

Such a resolution, it is maintain- 
ed, would bring into the inquiry not 
only the conduct of the superin- 
tendent, nurses, internes and other 
officials of the hospital; “but also 
that of the medical bdard, and the 
city council committee on hospitals. 

The disclosures, the nurses say, 
will be of a type that will show the 
recent inquiry into the conduct of 
the police department's handling of 
the bunco situation, tame in com- 
parison. In the meantime, the nurses 
declare that they are saving their 
ammunition until their lawyers are 
named and they have an opportuni- 
ty for conference 

Alderman Dave Wilder, chairman 
of the council committee on hos- 
pitals, has already announced that 
when charges are brought in proper 
form he would immediately insti- 
tute an investigation. 

The nurses maintain that such an 
investigation is imperative if they 
are to obtain a fair and impartial 
hearing. 

Will Prefer Charges. 

Miss M. E. Cheshire, the nurse 
who was dismissed from service at 
the hospital by action of Mr. John- 
ston and Alderman Dave Wilder, 
chairman of the hospitals and char-

Pensacola, Fla., July 22.—Ths ar- 
rest by federal officers here this 
morning of Alfred Ullmann, mate of 
the burned schooner Viola, is ex~- 


ery of the landing at West Bay, 
Fla,, yesterday of a score of Chinese 
and disclosed what stories declare 
was &@n organized attempt to smug- 
gle Ofientals into the United States 
from Cuba through Florida ports. 
The Viola, a two-masted auxiliary 
schooner, went aground about 320 
miles west of St. Andrews and was 
burned to the water's edgu yes- 
terday morning. Shortly after the 


schooner was discover2:d in flames, 
Deputy Sheriff Corram, of Bay 
ccunty, discovered twenty Chinese 
hiding in the woods. 

Reports here last night were that 
twenty-thre2 lives were lost when 
the schooner burned, but officia!s 
said today the Chinese in attempt- 
ing to give Bay county officers in- 
formation about the disaster appar- 
ently wef2 musunderstood, as Ull- 
mann said only twenty-two Orien- 
tals were aboard the vessel. Two 
of them apparently still are at 
large. 

Captain Mentcal, according to Ull- 
mann, fled with other members of 
the crew after the vessel was de- 
stroyed, leaving the Chinese strand- 
ed on the beach. 

Ulimann said the Viola left Ha- 
vana on July 12 for Pensacola and 
was to have been met twenty imiles 
off Pensacola light, where the Ori- 
entals wer: to have been trans- 
ferred to a smaller vessel to be 
landed at Pensacola, When the 
Viola arrived at the rendezvous the 
small boat failad to meet her. he 
said, and after waiting two days 
Captain Mentcal!l was forced to seek 
a haven to obtain food supplies. 
While trying to enter St. Andrews 
bay the schooner went aground and 
was burned.

Appropos of the various plans 
being suggested for Georgia to ex- 
tricate herself from her current 
Habilities, these plans running all

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The passage by the house, by 
practically a party vote, of the 
Fordney tariff bill, was antici- 
pated, of course. 

The ‘republicans are as much 
committed to a high protective 
tariff as the Baptists are commit- 
ted to immersion, and it would 
not have been a republican cor- 
gress and executive had they not 
fostered some kind of a tariff 
yoke upon the American consuin- 
ers to the extent of billions of 
dollars. eZ 

While a high tariff is a repub- 
lican principle from which the 
party cannot apparently break, it 
has never yet failed to sooner or 
later bring party disaster. 

The bread lines that were cre- 
ated under the McKinley and the 
Payne-Aldrich tariffs are well re- 
membered; and while the latter, 
which was the most radical of the 
two measures, imposed protective 
duties to am average of 15 per 
cent, the Fordney bill, just pass- 
ed by the house, runs that aver- 
age up to 18 to 20 per cent. 

And the fact stands out with 
the boldness of the cold print in 
which the schedules are publish- 
ed, the burden of that duty falls 
upon the necessities of life. 

If the bill is passed by the sen- 
ate—and it will be practically as 
it passed the house—there is not 
a man, woman or child in America 
who will not contribute three 
times a day, if ‘fortune permits 
regular dieting, to the coffers of 
a few special interests that the 
bill has been designed to serve; 
nor will there cover the back of 
an individual a garment that does 
not in one way or another pay 
tribute in its acquisition to the 
“protected.” 

With the few exceptions the 
democrats in the house made a 
manly fight, for the traditional 
tenets of party faith. They forced’ 
the repeal of several suggested 
items, and kept the majority on 
the firing line throughout the 
fight.

An what 
chance has any teacher, may I ask, 
who is on | OP by an unwise cur- 
riculum to require a pupil to study 
two or three hours a day over and 
abeye the regular schoo] hours? 

It may be true that teachers have 
little or nothing to say about the 
arrangement of a curriculum or the 
methods ef teaching in a given 
school, but it is nevertheless the 
consensus of opinion of the teacherg 
in a given school or community that 
finally determines whether “home 
work” shall be the bane of the pu- 
pil’s sehool life. Too many gvod 
high schoolg have found “home 
work” entirely unnecessary, for any 
it can’t be 
avoided. There is no better gauge 
of a school’s efficiency than the very 
amount ef “home work” expected 
of pupils who spend five hours daily 
in school—the more “home work” 
the lower the general standing of 
the school. What I mean is that a 
Siven school, rightly conducted, will 
accomplish much better work with- 
out requiring home study or night 
study than it can accomplish with 
any amount of such asatudy outside of 
school hours. When “home work” 
is the order of the day, you may be 
sure the education of the pupil from 
the eyebrows down is to all purposes 
nil—and every teacher knows the 
world is cursed today with top- 
heavy, unbalanced, badly ‘educated 
highDrows.

DISARMING MEET 
MAY BE POSTPONED 


British Government Sends 
Suggestions to Washing- 
ton for Delay in Pro- 
posed Conference. 


London, July 22.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)\—A meeting of the 
dominion premiers was called hur- 
riedly this afternoon to consider, 
it is undérstood, a reply received 
from Washington today to repre- 
sentations by the British govern- 
ment relative to postponing the dis- 
armament and pacific conference 
to some date later than November 
11. The mreeting was private and 
there has been no indication of the 
nature of the Washington reply. 

Washington, July 22.—Unless 
checked by unexpected development 
at Tokio the United States govern- 
ment, it was believed today, wil) 
aq without further loss of time in 
perfecting its plan for a conference 
of the principal powers on limita- 
tion of armament and Far Eastern 
subjects. The extent to which Ja- 
pan is willing to participate in the 
discussion is understood to be un- 
der consideration at the meeting 
of the advisory council and there 
appeared to be reasons to believe 
that the Japanese statesmen would 
reach a decision favorable to a dis- 
cussion of the questions arising out 
of the Orient although, perhaps, 
with certain reservations. 

Until the position of Japan has 
been more clearly qetines it ap- 
peared improbable, owever, that 
the formal] invitations would de 
sent to the various governments. 
It is known that the proposed con- 
ference was mentioned at the cab- 
inet meeting but {ft is understood 
not to have been discuss3d to great 
extent. 

Japan Open-Minded, 

The infermal conferences  be- 
tween Secretary Hughes and Am- 
bassador Shidehara are known to 
have gone far towards convincing 
the administration that the Japa- 
nese government will agree to en- 
tering the conference -without mate- 
rial raservations and that the gen- 
eral questions at issue will be ap- 
proached frankly and freely by ail 
participants. 

Insistent suggestions that 3el- 
Zium should be given a geat at the 
conference hav3 not servefi to alter 
the opinion of the United States 
government that the discussions 
Should be limited to the principal 
allied and associated powers as 
Senerally accepted. It was explain- 
ed that to open the doors to Bel- 
sium would make it necessary to 
permit the entrance of any other 
government making application. It 
was declared that in maintaining 
such an attituds there was no in- 
tention of discreditine Belgium or 
any of the other smal! powers and 
that the eenference always would 
be willing to hear the representa- 
tions of any nation, even though 
not @& wnramber of the conference, 
in cases where her interests were 
affected. Sf 
Preliminary Talk Frowned Upon, 

The reiteration of the suggestion 
that a preliminary onference be 
held at London also failed to cause 
a favorable reaction here. It was 
indicated clearly that the United 
States believes that such prelimi- 
nary discussion as may be mwecessar 
should take place here and incident 
to the formal convening of the 
conferees, .The basis for the sug- 
gestion thqat the formgl conferenc2 
be postponed is understood to be 
the difficulty presented to British 
dominion premiers by the conven- 
ing early in the autumn of tlrair 
legislative bodies. The United 
States officials, while cognizant of 
their situation, take the position 
that the conference is for dele- 
gates from the British government 
and that a detail of personnel is a 
Question for the British govern- 
ment to meet. 

_ The exact*date which the United 
States will suggest for the con- 
vening of the conferences has not 
been determined but it is under- 
Stood that November 11, the anni- 
versary of the signing of the ar- 
mistice, is still regarded as pecu- 
liarly appropriate.

Washington, July 22.—Playing as 
fine a two days’ session of golf as 
the most pessimistic critic of the 
ancient and honorable game could 
desire, James M. Barnes, of the Pel- 
ham Bay, N. Y., Country club, won 
thé open national championship on 
the course of the Columbia Coun- 
try club here late today with a 
score of 289 strokes for 72 holes. 
Nine strokes in his wake came Wal- 
ter Hagen, of New York, champion 
in 1919, and Fred McLeod, profes- 
sional of the local course, each with 
a score of 298. 

National Amateur 
Charles (“Chick”) “Evans, of the 
Edgewater Club of Chicago, was 
fourth, with 302, the first amateur 
of the original ecore or more of 
entrants to finish. Another ama- 
teur of national golfing prominence, 
tied in the next group of three, in 
the person of Robert T. (“Bobby”) 
Jones, of Atlanta, whose score of 
.303 placed him alongside the pro- 
fessionals. Alex Smith, of New Lon- 
don, and Emmett French, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio. 

Of the half dozen foreign en- 
trants who gave an international as- 
pect to the 26th national open 
championship, only one, George 
Duncam, winner of the 1920 Eng- 
lish open with a score of 303, fin- 
ished well up in the etruggle for 


the American title. He was tied 
with Clarence Hackney, of Atlan- 
tic City, for eighth place, with 395, 
two more strokes than he had re- 
quired in his championship win at 
Deal, England. 

Remarkable Golf. 

Barnes in winning his first na- 
tional championship, gave a _ re- 
markable exhibition of brilliant yet 
consistent golf, especially upon the 
greens. While he had an occasional 
short lapse from his almost perfect 
play, his game for the complete 72 
holes established a standard which 
will probably stand for some sea- 
sons to come. 

From the time he made the turn 
Wednesday in 36 Barnes was never 
headed by his competitors. His out 
nine Thursday, the first nine of the 
championship proper, was the best 
of the day, and he turned-‘in a card 
of 69 to lead George Duncan by 
three shots. He led by four shots 
at the end of the second round. 

Most Consistent. 

Barnes was aiso the most con- 
sistent of any of the competitors 
in getting down in two from green 
edges.

HARONG TO TEL 


OF RAIL FINANGE 


President Will Send Mes- 
sage to Congress Ex- 
phaining How He Settled 
Tangled Relations. 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, July 22.—President 
Harding will send an informal mes- 
Sage to congress next Tuesday ex- 


plaining the terms of an agreement 
that has been reached for settling 


the tangled financial relations of 
the ralirvads and the government. 

The agreement, it is learned on 
highest authority, will make pos- 
sible the payment of large. sums to 
the rallroads within a short time, 
while at the same time the indebt- 
edness of the roads to the govern- 
ment will be funded ‘over a period 
of years. 

No additional appropriations will 
be asked from cougress. 

Settlement was made possible 
when the railroads acceded to the 
request of the administration that 
the question over which there has 
been most dispute be eliminated 
from consideration, for the time be- 
ing at least. This question has to 
do with the efficiency of labor em- 
ployed on the roads while they were 
under control of the government. 

The roads contended that labor 
was less efficient under the gov- 
ernment than it would have 
under private management. Since 
the government was obligated by 
contract to employ on the roads 
the same amount of labor as had 
been employed under private man- 
agement, huge claims based on this 
alleged inefficiency of labor were 
presented. The labor claims were 
included in the claims for under- 
maintenance. The government dis- 
puted them, and as a resuk, all set- 
tlements were delayed. 

But with the question of labor 
efficiency left out of aecount, the 
way is opened for payment of 
claims about which there is no dis- 
pute. These total several hundred 
million dollars, and constitute sums 
which the government acknowl- 
edges it owes for deterioration of 
equipment and property, and under- 
maintenance in other directions, 

Payment of large sums to. the 
railroads at an early date, the ad- 
ministration holds, will have a ben- 
ficial effect on all industry.

HARDWICK OPPOSES,

Governor Hardwick Friday an- 
nounced that he will not approve 
any appropriations for 1922 made 
by the legislature which exceeds 
the estate's estimated revenue for 
19821. He announced also that he 
will oppose any constitutional liml- 
tation on the income tax bil. 

“I have stated to members of the 
house cOmmit.ee on approdir. ations 
and ways and means that I am not 
willing to estimate that the ad va- 
lorem tax value in 1923 will be any 
greater than they are this year. I 
am told also that the valuations of 
the properties of corporations next 
year are not likely to exceed the 
valuations of this vear. Then the 
income from the renta} of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad property 
will not be avaNable because it wild 
be discounted for five years,” the 
governor 

For these reagons he has asked 
the committee to-.eet down the state's 
revenue on such a basis and has 
asked that the members be ex- 
tremely conservative. 

“IT have asked the committee to 
make a sum total of all appropria- 
tions and to limit this sum to the 
estimate of the state’s revenue on 
the basis I have outlined.” he said.

SEIZES VESSELS 


New York, July 22.—Five of the 
largest and finest st2amships in the 
United States merchant marine, 
which had been chartered to’ the 
United States Mail Steamship com- 
pany, were seized by repres2nta- 
tives of the United States shipping 
board’ because of an alleged viola- 
tion of contract. 

The seized vessels, all former 
German liners, are the Geirge 
Washington, America, Susquehanna, 


President Grant and Agamemnon. 

The shipping board reperesenta- 
tives were accompanied by United 
States Attorney William Hayward 
and United States Marshal Thomas 
D. McCarthy. A representative of 
teh shipping board and a deputy 
United tates marshal were left 
on _ each ship, 

Failure of the steamship compa- 
ny to pay rentals which in the ae- 
eregate up to the time of the seiz- 
ures, .would amount to about four 
hundred thousand dollars, was giv- 
en as the principal reason for the 
board’s action by Elmer Schlesin- 
ger, its general counsel. 

Four other vessels also under 
charter to the United States Mail 
Steamship company, which are now 
oh thé high seas, wil] be taken over 
by the shipping board as soon as 
they return to American ports, Mr. 
Schiesinger added. 

Seizure of the steamships, Mr. 
Schlesinger explained, was definitely 
decided upon at a meeting of the 
principal officials of the United 
States shipping board in Washington 
last night. Im addition to the rent- 
als due, Mr. Schlesinger declared, 
there were certain other alleged lax- 
ities in carrying out the contract 
under which the ships were char- 
tered. 

The five steamships seized tonight 
are from 20,000 to 25,000 tons each

Smyrna, Asia Minor, July 21.— 
(By the Associated Pr2ss.)—An im- 
portant encircling movement by the 
Greek right wing is reported here 
to have cut the retreat of the Turk- 
ish nationalists toward Angora 
from Eski-Shehr, the railway junc- 
tion point captured by ths Greeks 
in their sweeping offensive Tues- 
dav evening.
